Historic decision. 

Trainee guard Travis 
Baumgartner gunned 
down four co-workers, 
killing three

Triple-murderer Travis Baum¬ 
gartner was sentenced to life in 
prison with no chance of parole 
for 40 years Wednesday. 

It took Associate Chief Jus¬ 
tice John Rooke three hours 
to hand dovm the precedent¬ 
setting decision, which is the 
harshest sentence in Canada 
since 1962. 

In June 2012, Baumgart¬ 
ner, a trainee armoured car 
guard with G4S Cash Solutions, 
guimed dovm four of his co¬ 


workers at the University of 
Alberta, kiUing three of them 
and leaving one with serious 
injuries. 

Earher this week court 
heard that Baumgartner was 
in debt after purchasing a new 
truck and had fought with his 
mother about rent in the hours 
before the shooting. 

On Wednesday, Rooke told 
a packed courtroom Baum¬ 
gartner’s crimes were “hor¬ 
rendous” and “cowardly” and 
referred to Baumgartner as a 
“cold-blooded killer” and a “pa¬ 
riah of human life.” 

Baumgartner remained ex¬ 
pressionless in the prisoner’s 
box, often closing his eyes, as 
the judge read lengthy excerpts 
from some of the 24 victim 
impact statements, detailing 
the shock, horror, heartbreak 
and grief of the victims’ family 
members, many of whom sat in 
the courtroom. 


“ft requires a strong stom¬ 
ach even to read these emotion¬ 
al pleas,” said Rooke. 

Baumgartner, who is 22, will 
be 61 years old in 2052 when 
he will be ehgible to apply for 
parole. 

He is the first multiple-mur¬ 
derer sentenced under a federal 
law passed in late 2011 that 
allows sentences to be served 
consecutively instead of con¬ 
currently 

Following the ruling. Chief 
Crovm prosecutor Steven Bilo¬ 
deau said the sentence sends a 
message that it matters if more 
than one person has been mur¬ 
dered. 

“Murderers who kiU more 
than one (person) should be 
punished more,” said Bilodeau 

“Travis Baumgartner is 
more guilty and that is re¬ 
flected in the sentence he will 
be serving for the horrors that 
he committed in our city.”

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LRT. Project 
to go on 
despite 
objections 

City covincillors moved to keep 
the proposed LRT line through 
the river valley on track, de¬ 
spite concerns from commun¬ 
ities on both sides of the bank 
and the Edmonton Ski Club. 

Coimcillors accepted an 
environmental report ruling 
the project was worth the 
environmental costs of go¬ 
ing through the valley, but 
asked administration to do 
eveiything possible to reduce 
impact, especially during 
construction. 

The line is set to come 
down Connors Road, past the 
Muttart Conservatoiy and 
over a new pedestrian and LRT 
bridge replacing the Cloverdale 
pedestrian bridge. 

Residents said they support 
the LRT but worry the impact 
— including having no bridge 
during construction — are too 
significant and engineers on 
the project should be more 
creative. “In our view they can 
and must do better,” said Paul 
Buimer with the Cloverdale 
Community League. 

The Edmonton Ski Club 
(ESC) also expressed concerns 
about the plan cutting out a 
part of the hill, worrying it 
could close their operation. 

“The ESC shares that same 
length of history as the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and the High 
Level Bridge,” said the club’s 
Ken Boutiller. “We want the op¬ 
portunity to build on the proud 
history of our last centuiy.” 

City engineers defended the 
routing, saying they looked at 
all possible choices and this 
was the least problematic. 

Coim. Ben Henderson 
agreed and said if they changed 
the route there would be just a 
different group of neighbours 
there with concerns.

Easing the pain

The grieving families of 
the three people who were 
gunned down by Travis Baum¬ 
gartner spoke to media about 
their loved ones following 
Associate Chief Justice John 
Rooke’s precedent-setting 
decision Wednesday that will 
see Baumgartner in prison 
with no chance of parole for 
40 years. 

A fourth guard, Matthew 
Schuman, who survived a bul¬ 
let to the head, did not attend 
the court proceedings. 

After sitting for several 
hours in the same courtroom 
as the man who killed their 
loved ones, some family mem¬ 
bers of the victims expressed 
support for the judge’s deci¬ 
sion, which was made pos¬ 
sible by a federal law passed in 


late 2011 that allows senten¬ 
ces to be served consecutively 
instead of concurrently. 

“It gave us some hope that 
within our justice system we 
can count on the fact that 
when there is a multiple mur¬ 
der that there is going to be 
honouring of more than one 
victim, more than one loss of 
life,” said Brian Ilesic’s aunt, 
Janet Stosky. 

Family members also 
spoke about their grief and 


the fact no sentence will bring 
their loved ones back. 

“You call it justice, sure, 
justice — but my way of jus¬ 
tice is back in the old days you 
hang them. That’s justice for 
what he did,” said Rejano’s 
brother, Joseph Rejano. 

“My wife is still dead. Now 
I get to contribute my tax 
money to keep her killer alive, 
so that’s definitely disappoint¬ 
ing,” said Michelle Shegelski’s 
husband Victor.

The Edmonton Humane Society adopts 
out about 15 animals a day during 
September, including much sought-after 
kittens and puppies that have been 
abandoned, donated or rescued. 

“We’re amazed they sur¬ 
vived, with no sign of food or 
water for so many days,” said 
EHS Communications spokes¬ 
person Shawna Randolph. 

“They are very sweet with 
each other — there’s a bond 
between them — but they are 
so scared and timid with every¬ 
one else. These are two veiy 
lucky kittens.” 

Randolph said an Edmon¬ 
ton warehouse company em¬ 


ployee (who wants to stay 
anonymous) opened a sealed 
boxcar while at work Tuesday. 

Hearing faint meowing 
sounds, the man then found 
the thirsty, shaken and near- 
starving kittens and brought 
them to the EHS shelter on 163 
Street, Randolph said. 

“Because they’re so young, 
about a month, one theory 
could be that the mother was 
moving her kittens from one 
location to another and lost 
track of them,” she said. 

The kittens were named 
Chicago Joe and Boxcar 
Willemina by EHS staff. 

Randolph said the kittens 
will go into a foster home in 
a day or so for sociahzation 
and some TEC. At eight weeks, 
the kittens will be ehgible for 
adoption.

Exploitation charges 
laid against 
Edmonton man 

Exploitation charges have 
been laid against an Edmon¬ 
ton man after it’s alleged he 
was engaging in inappropri¬ 
ate communication with five 
teenage girls, law enforce¬ 
ment officials said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Michael John Patterson, 
38, of Edmonton, is now 


facing 15 charges in connec¬ 
tion with a series of alleged 
incidents involving the girls 
ranging in age from 13 to 
17 — all of whom are from 
Edmonton, police said. 

According to the Alberta 
Law Enforcement Response 
Team’s northern Internet 
Child Exploitation Unit (ICE), 
the investigation began after 
complaints against Patterson 
arose due to communication 
with teens via popular social 
media websites. 

Continued investigation 
led them to arrest Patterson 


on Tuesday with the assist¬ 
ance of Stony Plain/Spruce 
Grove RCMP. Several elec¬ 
tronic devices were seized 
for forensic examination, 
police said. 

Patterson is facing six 
counts of luring, five counts 
of criminal harassment, two 
counts of distributing child 
pornography and two counts 
of extortion.

Remembrance. 

Ceremony honours 
those who've died 
locally and further afield 


A single ring of the fire bell 
signalled a last call for the 
18 active and retired Ed¬ 
monton firefighters who 
died last year. 

At the annual Firefight¬ 
ers Remembrance Cere¬ 
mony Wednesday morning, 
families, government offi¬ 
cials and fellow emergency 
workers gathered to re¬ 
member the local men who 
have died since last year’s 
event. The ceremony also 
remembered those killed in 
the line of duty elsewhere 
— including the 9/11 fire¬ 
fighters in New York City 
and the 19 killed in Arizona 
fires this summer. 

“This is a rewarding, 
meaningful endeavour, but 
also demanding, with many 


risks,” Edmonton fire Chief 
Ken Block told those gath¬ 
ered. “It’s an inherently 
dangerous career.” 

Marc and Sabrina Pla- 
mondon rang the bell a 
final time in honour of their 
father Keith, a retired fire¬ 
fighter who died in March 
at age 60. Plamondon’s wid¬ 
ow Joelle, who was beside 
her three small grandchil¬ 
dren, each holding a flower 
to lay at the memorial, re¬ 
ceived the ceremonial flag 
at the event and said it was 
an emotional day for her 
family. 

“It’s last call, a time for 
closure,” said Joelle, add¬ 
ing that her husband, who 
retired as a captain after 
30 years of service, loved 
his work but endured great 
pressure and stress over the 
safety of his fellow firefight¬ 
ers. “He had been depressed 
the last couple of years, but 
he would have been very 
honoured today.”

They also represent 
dissension among Arab-Amer¬ 
icans over Syria’s civil war 
and ideological, pohtical and 
regional differences. 

Jabri, a doctor from Syria, 
teaches microbiology. Siblani 
came from Lebanon to be an 
engineer and publishes the in¬ 
fluential Arab-American News. 

Each speaks for opposing 
camps. Jabri is a spokeswoman 
for the Syrian Expatriates Or¬ 
ganization, a lobbying and 
flmdraising group that staged 
rallies in support of the U.S. 
backing rebels in Syria’s civil 


war. Siblani has opposed U.S. 
intervention through counter¬ 
demonstrations and the opin¬ 
ion pages of his newspaper. 

When it comes to Syria, 
Siblani says, there’s little room 
for agreement. 

“1 have been in this busi¬ 
ness for 29 years,” he said. 
“1 have never seen the com¬ 
munity divided as much as 
we are divided today.... It is an 
elephant in the room all the 
time.” 

Siblani and Jabri agree that 
Syria has divided the U.S. Arab 
community despite a histoiy 
of coexistence among reli¬ 
gions, Islamic sects or coun¬ 
tries. 

“1 don’t know what’s hap¬ 
pened — people became more 
into eveiyone’s identity,” 
said Jabri, who contends that 
Assad’s regime has used chem¬ 
ical weapons numerous times 
and he should be toppled and 
prosecuted. “The separation is 
not working in our direction.”

And this week the most iConic of all smart- 
phones released the details of its latest iTerations. (i’M good at 
this.) The iPhone has not one but two new versions coming out 
soon, which means there’ll be twice as many people standing in 
lines the morning of their release, just in case Apple only de¬

cides to make a few hundred. 

To commemorate this once-in-a-while 
event, here’s abrief history of the iPhone to 
read as you queue: 

1993 : Apple releases its first personal digital 
assistant, the Newton, a technology that leads 
to one good Simpsons joke, and nothing else. 
However, the device’s inability to tell what the 
user is actually trying to write is later used in 
the iPhones’ autocorrect feature. 

1990s: Apple CEO Steve Jobs, thinking about 
his legacy, works on being an inspiration to the 
world and an a- to everyone he knows, leaving 
no time for the smartphone until 14 years later. 

2007: Jobs unveils the very first iPhone. Its 
two-inch screen sits on a frame roughly the size 
of a tennis court, and its processor can do an amazing 14 calcu¬ 
lations a minute. Its 2,700 vacuum tubes can only be purchased 
from the Apple Store. 

2008: The iPhone 3G includes a phone that runs on a pre¬ 


historic bird who chisels the images into a blank slate. The talk¬ 
ing technology predates Siri, but doesn’t catch on because of its 
corny one-liners. 

2010 : The iPhone 4 sends everything you do on it directly to 
the Oval Office. Apple is totally transparent about it, but no¬ 
body notices until three years later because it’s written in one of 
those Terms of Agreement things and everybody skips to the ac¬ 
cept button. 

2011 : Jobs uploads himself to the iCloud. 

Sept. 10,2013: Tech analysts say the new brightly-coloured, 
but less expensive iPhone 5C is likely meant to appeal to youth 
in emerging markets like China and India. The built-in ciga¬ 
rette lighter is a dead giveaway. 

Sept. 12,2013: The iPhone 24, speaking with the voice of 
Steve Jobs, comes from the future with its new time travel app 
to warn humanity not to allow Mark Zuckerberg’s 2023 pur¬ 
chase of Apple.

Yep, it’s a thing 

The ads tout testosterone 
treatments for “lowT,” but 
surprising new research 
shows a different hormone 
may play a role in less sex 
drive and more fat as men 
age. Estrogen — the female 
hormone — is needed by 
men, too, and the study 
gives the first clear evidence 
that too little of it can cause 
certain “male menopause” 


symptoms. 

“A lot of things we think 
are due to testosterone defi¬ 
ciency are actually related to 
the estrogen deficiency that 
accompanies it,” said Dr. Joel 
Finkelstein of Massachusetts 
General Hospital.

Vampire Weekend lyrics have 
always read a bit like witty Tri- 
pAdvisor entries. Location is 
an essential part of the experi¬ 
ence, whether it be the Cape 
Cod Kwassa Kwassa of their self 
titled debut or the California 
Enghsh of 2010’s Contra. 

The band’s latest release, 
Modem Vampires of the City 
throws in more geographic^ 
references than the first two 
albums combined. Anchor¬ 
age, Oakland, Dar es Salaam, 
Providence, Phoenix and Santa 
Barbara all get hp service. Even 
though that could give the im¬ 
pression that the album is ht- 
erally aU over the map, the titu¬ 
lar “City” they reference most 
is New York, and the collection 
of songs is possibly the band’s 
most cohesive effort to date. 

“On the first album, all of 
the places that 1 name checked 
in Cape Cod were places that 1 
actually had been, albeit some¬ 
what briefly,” says singer Ezra 
Koenig. 

He is sitting in a cafe dovm 
the street from his apartment 
on the Lower East Side. For 
a guy who sings with a band 


whose last two albums went 
to No. 1, he is comfortably 
anonymous in his neighbour¬ 
hood. Only one passerby seems 
to slip into an “1 know that guy 
from somewhere” expression. 

“On the song Step on this 
album, there is a lot of name 
checking,” Koenig continues, 
“and I’ve never been to some¬ 
place like Dar es Salaam, but 
part of that song is about some¬ 
body who in the beginning is 
talking about how they were 
going aU of these different 
places, but really back at home 
is where they really have to fig¬ 
ure things out.” 

It seems like Koenig spent 
a lot of time at home figuring 
things out. The theme of mor¬ 
tality is persistent throughout 
Modem Vampires with a lot 
of breath spent on imcertainty 
about what may be next, after 
this album and after this life. 
He says he feels like reflecting 
in this manner is almost a rite 
of passage for a band between 
albums two and three. 

“Whether you’re in col¬ 
lege or in your early 20s doing 
whatever, there’s a sense that 
it’s an eternal springtime. And

Koenig’s aim. He says his goal 
isn't to have the most recent 
album be everybody's favourite 
Vampire Weekend album, just 
somebody's favourite. “That's 
the hardest thing to pull off: 
Sometimes everybody likes the 
first album the best, a handful 
of people like the second album 


that’s also tme for a band that’s 
making their first album. So we 
had that threefold: A bunch of 
young cats, fresh out of college, 
suddenly people have interest 
in our band,” he says, reminis¬ 
cing about Vampire Weekend’s 
beginnings at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. 

“Then when you do some¬ 
thing a second time it’s stiU 
exciting, and you’re building 
and you start to get to the third 
time, and unless you’re a total 
craven careerist, you’re going 
to pause a little bit and be like, 
‘OK, so we’re doing this for a 
third time. We’re now five or 
six years older than when we 
started. Is this just a job? Are 
we just banging out products 
of vaiying de^ees of quafity, 
based on an initial template? Or 
are we tiying to do something 
different?”’ 

He and songwriting cohort 
Rostam Batmanglij spent the 
better part of a year — writing 
songs and recording songs at 
Batmanglij’s apartment under 
the Manhattan Bridge Over¬ 
pass — making sure they were 
trying to do something differ¬ 
ent, and succeeding.

Q&A. R&B crooner John 
Legend talks about 
his new album, his 
upcoming wedding, 
Kanye West, achieving 
world recognition and 
the war in Syria 


John Legend has one more 
thing to do before launching 
his fall tour: get married. The 
34-year-old R&B singer is en¬ 
gaged to 27-year-old model 
Chrissy Teigen, the subject of 
most of the romantic songs 
that make up his new album, 
Love in the Future, released 
last week. 

The wedding will be some 
time before he kicks off his 
tour Oct. 20 in Mashantucket, 
Conn., and marks a turning 
point for the piano-playing 
crooner, who since 2004’s Get 
Lifted has been crafting songs 
about hook-ups, cheating and 
heartbreak as well as long-term 
commitment. 

Appropriately, the nine¬ 
time Grammy winner’s latest 
takes an overall more optimis¬ 
tic perspective on affairs of the 


heart, so much so that he says 
he’s already considering how 
married hfe will affect his writ¬ 
ing: “My fans probably don’t 
want to listen to eveiything be¬ 
ing awesome all the time.” 

Legend reconnected with 
longtime collaborator Kanye 
West for his fourth solo al¬ 
bum, which includes hip-hop 
drum patterns and moments 
of humour the singer credits 


to West. Legend recently sat 
down with The Associated 
Press to talk about fame, stabil¬ 
ity, wedding plans and inter¬ 
national pohcy. 

Your fiancee is very witty on 
Twitter, and you slide some 
jokes into many of your songs. 
How important is humour to 
you? 

Chrissy is hilarious and I’m 


a big comedy fan. We go to 
comedy clubs.... 1 wish 1 was 
funnier myself ... 1 surround 
myself with people who are 
different from me. Obviously, 
people always ask me, “How 
are you and Chrissy together?” 
And then people also ask me, 
“How are you and Kanye work¬ 
ing together for so many years 
because you’re so different?” 
But 1 think 1 gravitate toward 


people that are a little more 
outrageous than 1 am. And we 
complement each other well. 

Do you want Kanye-level fame? 

1 want Kanye-level success. 1 
don’t think I’m craving any 
more fame. But success and 
being recognized for mak¬ 
ing great work aU around 
the world, 1 think it’s a great 
thing. 

What’s your vision for your 
wedding? What do you want 
from it? 

I’m excited to get married, but 
1 look at it as just a fun party 
where 1 want my friends to 
have a great time.... 1 guess we 
should look good, too, so the 
pictures come out nice. But 
other than that, 1 feel like it’s 
no pressure. 

Some songwriters make their 
best music when they’re not in 
a stable relationship. It can also 
go the other way. Is that some¬ 
thing you’ve thought about? 
I’ve written some of my 
better songs about the ups 
and downs of relationships. 

... I’ve thought about, you 
know, what am 1 going to do 
two years from now?... But 1 


imagine that we’ll have some 
ups and downs too, so I’U tell 
those stories, too. 

You’re a supporter of President 
Barack Obama, but covered 
several anti-war songs from 
the 1960s and 1970s on the 
2010 album you created with 
The Roots called Wake Up! Are 
you worried about U.S. military 
intervention in Syria? 

1 am not anti-war in general. 1 
am just anti-wars that 1 think 
are not a good idea. 1 didn’t 
think the Iraq war was a good 
idea.... 1 do understand the 
impulse to want to punish 
countries for using chemical 
weapons. 1 do understand the 
humanitarian impulse when 
you see 100,000 people getting 
slaughtered... but we have to 
be veiy cautious about getting 
into another long conflict in 
the Middle East.... We know 
that al-Qaida’s infiltrated the 
rebel forces in Syria. We know 
that either way, no matter 
who wins, there are significant 
groups within each side that 
might not be pro-America. 

So 1 think it’s a veiy difficult 
decision to involve ourselves 
mihtarily in Syria.

After nearly a decade-long 
hiatus leading up to 2010’s 
Majesty Shredding, indie rock 
stalwarts Superchunk have 
bounced back much more 
quickly with their 10th re¬ 


lease, 1 Hate Music. 

“We’ve never broken up,” 
notes bassist and founding 
member Laura Ballance from 
the Merge Record headquar¬ 
ters in Chapel Hill. “We knew 
we wanted to keep play¬ 
ing. We knew once we had 
a break that we’d probably 
want to make records again. 
When we did Majesty Shred¬ 
ding, it was veiy much of a. 
We’ll do this and see how it 
goes’ situation. Who knows? 
Maybe it would be another 
10 years before we made a 
record — and maybe not. It 
depends on how much fun 
we have.” 

But along with the fun 


came sadness. 

The new album’s ominous 
title, 1 Hate Music, doesn’t 
reflect any aging angst or 
irony. Music has long been an 
all-encompassing part of the 
band’s life. Besides playing 
in Superchunk, Ballance and 
lead singer Mac McCaughan 
own Merge records, one of 
the most influential and suc¬ 
cessful independent record 
labels of all time. Instead, the 


title reflects the inability of 
music to stop life’s tragedies. 

The record is a tip of the 
hat and bowing of the head 
to friend and film production 
designer David Doernberg, 
who passed away last year. 

“This record is very much 
about our friend Dave,” says 
Ballance solemnly. “If you lis¬ 
ten to the lyrics in that song 
(Me & You & Jackie Mattoo), 
it’s interpreting this fhistra- 


tion. Music has been this 
huge part of our lives and it’s 
so important to us, but really, 
what is it worth? People need 
music and music does have 
a lot of value, but it can’t 
change the physical reality of 
somebody dying.” 

With a lyrical focus more 
mellowed and mature, Mc¬ 
Caughan’s nasally nostalgic 
songs are often travelogues 
and reverent references to 


shows and people along the 
way. 

And while the subject 
matter may be heavy, the in¬ 
strumentation is even heftier 
with towering guitars, sear¬ 
ing solos and the powerful 
punishment of the drum kit 
that have long defined the 
Superchunk sound. 

There is one thing that 
will be noticeably different 
on this tour, however. 

After nearly 25 years, Bal¬ 
lance will be sitting out her 
first ever shows due to hyper- 
acusis, an oversensitivity of 
the eardrum related to hear¬ 
ing loss. Joining the band on 
the road will be bassist Jason 
Narducy. 

“1 started to notice my ears 
ringing ages ago,” Ballance 
notes. “Probably as soon as 
we started playing together. 
But 1 have noticed that my 
hearing is getting progres¬ 
sively worse. 1 realized that 
I was having an increasingly 
difficult time hearing people 
who are talking to me. 1 real¬ 
ized that 1 want to be able to 
hear my daughter and hear 
my grandchildren. I love 
playing for people, but I’ve 
done it and I’ve done it for 25 
years. 1 think I’ve fulfilled my 
promise. 1 have been really 
worried that 1 was going to 
be really upset and sad about 
them playing without me. 
But 1 didn’t get upset. 1 felt 
liberated.” 
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Music gives singer Neko Case the 
community she never had at home 



New music. After a 
troubled childhood 
Neko Case has found 
solace in making music 
and the camaraderie 
that goes with it 


In her musical life, Neko Case 
doesn’t like to work alone. 

For more than a decade, 
the singer has maintained a 
dual-track career that thrives 
on teamwork as it taxes her 
organizational skills. She 
leads a band of her own, in¬ 
cluding vocal partner Kelly 
Hogan, and had a new disc 
come out. She also tours and 
records as a member of Carl 
Newman’s pop collective, the 
New Pornographers. 

Her new album, with the 
mouthful title The Worse 


Things Get, The Harder 1 
Fight, The Harder 1 Fight, The 
More 1 Love You, continues a 
progression beyond the alt- 
countiy sound of her early 
career into something deeper 
and more eclectic. 

Case sounds like she’s pay¬ 
ing tribute to a longtime lover 
on one of her new songs. Call¬ 
ing Cards, when she sings: 
“Eveiy dial tone, every truck 
stop, eveiy heart break, 1 love 
you more.” 

Case says she’s singing to 
her band. 

“1 know there are people 
who are really good at per¬ 
forming solo,” she said. “Me, 
1 just feel lonely. I hate it. 1 
don’t like to practise alone, 
either. It’s about community 
for me. I think it’s about not 
having a family as a kid.” 

After a troubled child¬ 
hood, Case left home at age 
15. That’s usually a recipe

for disaster, but Case is eter¬ 
nally grateful for the rockers 
and drag queens of Tacoma, 
Wash., who looked after a 
girl hanging out in places she 
shouldn’t. 

“It’s another reason 1 get 
so upset at the idea that the 
gay community is some dis¬ 
gusting underbelly,” she said. 
“1 would have died without 
a strong gay community and 
I’m not even gay.” 

Case worked through de¬ 


pression the past few years, 
with deaths of people close 
to her and a broken relation¬ 
ship.

“1 don’t want to sound like 
it was some incredible trans¬

The Orenda. Author 
says that latest work of 
fiction is the book he 
was 'meant to write' 


Acclaimed author Joseph Boy- 
den says his highly anticipated 
new novel, The Orenda, closes 
a chapter on a goal he’s had his 
entire life. 

On sale now, the stoiy is 
an arresting fictional look at 
the sometimes brutal conflict 
between the Jesuits, the Hmon- 
Wendat Nation and the Iro¬ 
quois in the New World of the 
mid-1600s. 

It’s a rich period of histoiy 
Boyden — who has Irish, Scot¬ 
tish and Metis roots — has been 
fascinated with since child¬ 
hood, when he learned about it 
as a student at Toronto’s Jesuit- 
run Brebeuf College School. 

Boyden also spent his child¬ 
hood summers on Beckwith 
Island in Ontario’s picturesq^ue 
Georgian Bay area. Beckwith 
overlooks Christian Island, 
where Hurons fied with Jesuit 
missionaries during battle with 
the Iroquois. 


“1 think it’s one of a number 
of books I’ve wanted to write 
all my life,” he said in a recent 
telephone interview. “But cer¬ 
tainly it’s one that I’ve thought 
about all of my life and wanted 
to write and had to wait until it 
was the right time to do it.” 

That time came after Boy¬ 
den’s novel Through Black 


Spruce won the 2008 Scotia- 
bank Ciller Prize just two years 
after his debut efibrt. Three 
Day Road, landed the Rogers 
Writers’ Trust Fiction Prize and 
was shortfisted for a Governor 
General’s Award. Both novels 
also explore aboriginal themes. 

Boyden was of course 
thrilled to win the Ciller, but he 


admits he became “depressed” 
after coming down from the 
high and feeling pressure to 
begin another project. 

It took him two and a half 
years to write the first 50 pages 
of The Orenda, but then “the 
floodgates opened” and he 
went on to craft a nearly 500- 
page epic tale he feels is his 
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“most accomplished novel.” 

“ft’s the first time 1 feel like 
I’ve matured finally as a writ¬ 
er,” he said from New Orleans, 
where he lives when he’s not in 
northern Ontario. “Pm not wor¬ 
ried about the reviews; I’m not 
worried about any of it, because 
1 really feel in my heart that 
this is the book 1 was meant to 
write, and it’s a strong book. 

“My wife, Amanda, who is 
my best editor, she thinks the 
same thing, so that makes me 
feel good as well.” 

The Orenda, which means 
“the soul” or “life force,” de¬ 
tails the first contact in Canada 
between Europe and aborig¬ 


inal people through three main 
characters. 

There’s Christophe, a 
French Jesuit missionaiy deter¬ 
mined to spread his religion 
to local tribes who call him 
“Crow” in reference to his flow¬ 
ing robe. 

Bird is the calculating Huron 
warrior leader whose wife and 
children died at the hands of 
the rival Iroquois. 

And Snow Falls is the yormg 
and spiritually gifted Iroquois 
girl Bird kidnapped along with 
Christophe in an act of revenge 
against the Haudenosaunee. 

As the grieving Bird tries to 
take Snow Falls in as his own 
daughter, she and Christophe 
integrate themselves into the 
Huron village that’s part of five 
separate but unified nations on 
Wendake land that Samuel de 
Champlain wants to conquer. 

The Hurons are key traders, 
but their fortunes begin to fall 
when drought and illness ar¬ 
rive along with the threat of 
war from the Iroquois. Mean¬ 
while, Christophe begins to 
gain power as more of his mis¬ 
sionaries arrive and help him 
set up their own village.

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Furniture bridging gap between function, art 


Design. Custom pieces 
that consider function 
and esthetics are 
attracting buyers 


It was function, not art, 
that led Christina Hilborne 
to a career as a furniture 
designer and maker. Yet the 
custom furnishings created 
by her and others, which 
bridge the gap between 
function and art, have also 
piqued a growing interest 
among those willing to in¬ 
vest. 

“I was living with a 
roommate at the time and 
we were poor,” said Hil¬ 
borne. “We needed a recyc¬ 
ling bin, and I decided to 
make one.” 

It was the first thing 
the Victoria-based designer 
and maker had created, 
and the experience was 
so gratifying she immedi¬ 
ately enrolled in a pre¬ 
apprenticeship program in 
bench work and joinery fol¬ 
lowed by apprenticing as a 
cabinetmaker. 

Even though it was the 


act of making that led Hil¬ 
borne to her career, she 
doesn’t just consider the 
purpose of a piece before 
she creates one. 

“I consider function, 
esthetics and ethics,” she 
said. “I first think about 
what materials I can use 
that are considerate to the 
planet, and how I can best 
use them so I don’t waste 
much.” 

The materials Hilborne 
chooses for their environ¬ 
mental impact also affect 
the look of the piece, but 
she is careful not to call 
herself an artist. 

“I have a lot of friends 
who are artists and I 
wouldn’t be so arrogant 
as to count myself among 
them,” she said. 

“They are painters and 
sculptors and I really don’t 
feel that I am of that cali¬ 
bre. I am a maker or creator 
because I do design, but I 
also make.” 

Vancouver furniture de¬ 
signer and maker Christian 
Woo agrees with Hilborne’s 
feelings about identifying 
himself as an artist. 

Woo — who had been

woodworking since before 
high school — has gained a 
reputation for his minimal¬ 
ist, modern pieces. 

“I collect art from friends 
and they are mainly paint¬ 
ings, and photographs, but 
there is definitely an art¬ 
istry in the things I am pro¬ 
ducing,” said Woo. 

“There is much time 
spent in the overall com¬ 
position of my pieces and 
so if I think in those terms 
there is definitely an art¬ 
istry in the work.” 

Customers are noticing 
the artistry in furniture by 
designers like Woo, and are 
beginning to collect it like 
they would art. 

“I know from working 
with clients and having my 
pieces purchased, good fur¬ 
niture and a good piece of 
design really is functional 
art,” he said. 

“I think it’s a good place 
to park your money if you 
want something beautiful, 
that works and enhances 
your home.” 

But small manufacturers 
are still facing the challen¬ 
ges of customers wanting 
identifiable pieces like the

iconic Eames chair, created 
in the 1950s out of plywood 
and leather. 

Even though purchasing 
high-quality pieces requires 
a financial investment. Woo 
said people are starting to 
see the value in limited-edi¬ 
tion or custom furnishings. 

“By and large I think 
people are happy and in¬ 
terested in owning and 
collecting because these 
pieces are really designed 
to be collected and to last,” 
he said. 

“That’s a huge part of 
what I do. When I’m design¬ 
ing and making something 
I ask, ‘How will this fare 
and how will this look in 20 
or 30 years.’”

Before you hang your head 
in frustration and give up on 
your search for a new home, 
rest assured, fixed mortgage 
rates are still highly attract¬ 
ive compared to historical 
standards. But you may need 
to save more for your down

The second implication is 
that in an environment where 
rates are increasing, many new

This strategy often suits 
risk-averse homebuyers. 

But because the Bank of

Olympics. New IOC leader

Thomas Bach made it clear 
Wednesday that he wants to 
change the bidding process for 
future Olympics and to make 
sustainable development a key 
priority.
